The curability of consumption has been
#o thoroughly established that rules for the
sappression of the discase have been drawn
up by medical experts, and these have been
found to be of the ntwost valoe. If possible,
the residence of the patient should be situa-
fed in the country, in a heslthy suburb, or
i7 & wide, open strest. The rooms, and
enspecially thut used as the siesping spart-
mest, should be lofty, capacious, well
lighted by windows that open, aud ventila-
ted by direct and continuous free commu-
mication with the external sir, summer and
winter, night and dsy. Gradually lower
the temperature of the room until there
is oot nearly s much  differ-
ence betwesn it snd that of
Lhie external air as that to which weare now
socusiomed. Great care should be taken
sbout the clothing of the body. It is essen-
tial that the clothes should be made so loose
that they offer no impediment totbe full and
free movement of the chest When order-
ing elothes be sure the measurement is taken
at a foll inspiration, and see that they are
quite easy even then. Don't use braces,
corsets or respirators; they tend to lmpede
the respiratory movement. Wool maoulae-
tured in such & way that it is elastic and
permits free ventilation should be worn
pext the skin, and the under linen should

frequently chadged, 80 that no impedi-
ment is offered to its emanstions

A sponge bath should betaken every day.
Low-heeled boots, with wide, broad toes,
should be worn, so that walking exercise
may be taken in comfort. Spend as much
time as possible, and that daily, in some
form or other of active exercise in the open
sir. Carefully avoid the habit of stooping;
throw the shoulders back, the chest forward
nod get into the habit of holding the bedy
erect al all times. Breathe through the
mose, and take half a dozen deep inspira-
tions, followed by full expirstion, several
times daily, Goin for gymusstics, giving
speeial mitention to the development of the
muscles of the chest, swimming, singing and
athlgtics, and get gradually scclimatized to
the exterpal air, wind asd rmin. Doa't
overload the body with elothes, and main-
tain the temperature in the nataral way oy
increased muscular exertion.

Get the chest girth and vital eapacity
taken st 1ecular periods, and record them,
®0 that von may kunow what progress vou
ere making; and do pot relax these efforts
for a day until the chest girth at the mpple
Jine hay come up to the standard prescribed
by rour phesician. The members of eon-
eamptive families and those who bear the
marks o' threatened disease—a narrow chest
snd faulty earringe of the body, sssociated
with some indiestion or other of deranged
health—shonld make it the first business of
their lives to carry out the above direclions,
It is pot evervone who is in & position to
earry out the whole of them, but by making
at a rule of life 10 observe soch as lie within
the power of the patient, the difference be-
tween sickness and health can in the
majority of cases be cffectad,
are engaged in sedeutary, chest-constricting
or dust-inhaling occnpations should most
scrupulousiy devole o specified time daily
ta the development of the lungs on the fore-
Euing lines.

Amoug special methods of curing con
sunplion muy be mentioned that of aphysi-
eiun who depended almost entirely on exer-
cise in the open mir. He ordered bis pa-
tients o contiouousiy ride om horseback
till ther got well. This exercise was to be
tuken in the comntry where the air was
the ridivg was to be imcreased from
50 miles a day; and the patients were
to stop only for food for thomselves and
their horses, uud not to remsin more than
oue pight in & place. The resuit of this
Lreatment was almost invariably suecessinl.

Snpper Served by Electrieity.

Some new effects in the spplication of
eleciricity were shown at a recent supper
sna dance io Baltimore. Two sets of musi-
cians [urpished the music. The dsnciog
rooius were conpected by folding doors.
The musicians sat in the hall, and eleetric
snnunciators told them what danees to play,
the leader of each set of dancers simply
tonching electric buttons in their respective
rooms. In the supper room thers was o
track of small brass rails, on which was an
electric oar or basket sbout u foot long and
B0 incbes wide. This ecar couvayed the
vinnds from the butler's paniry. The butler
placed the conrse iu silver trays upon the
ear and seat them slong the electric rail-
way. The car stopped long enough before
esch plate for each guest to help himseli.
The car was also supplied with electric bells.
The ballroow was besuotifolly illuminated
by ineandescent lights io the shapeof tuli
lilies and other flowers. Usnder the tables
were music boxes operated by eleetricity,
which played during the supper. Not a
drop of cofiee or a bitofice cream was spilled
. by the electrical wailer.

Tnrerior Decorations.

It ix curions what ean be done in the way
of interior decorstions with homely mate-
risls by persons of srtistic tastes. There is
n firm of architects in New York whose in-
come is enormous, and who have s very
bandseme suite of offices. The walls of
their largest and handxomest room are cov-
ered with ordinary bagging held in place by
wide strips of cherry moulding., There is
mot & person who enters this office who is
mot strock by the thorouchly appropriate
and artistic effeet of thincombination. When
the late Cornelins Vanderbiit buiit his sum-
mer residence st Hartford, at an expense of
«over F100,000, the decorators ecovered the
walls of his dining room with ordinary
brown paper, such as is used by butchers to
wrap meat in. There was & cherry wood
dado and u rich frescoed frieze. This room
was considered & trinmph of aecorative
effect.

Development of the Horseshoe,

Atthe Animals' Institute, London, Eg-
gland, & wvery interesting exnhibition of
horseshoes, old and new, was made. Some
of those displayed were the work of pre his-
toric wan, while others showed the Iatest
developments of nineleenth century ingenn-
fty.

Bont Helsting Apparatas.

A pstent hae just been granted for a
“boat-hoisting apparatus.” This is the
general title of the new idea, but it involves
very much more than is implied in the
above term. The spparatus provides the
first practical method advanced for the low-
ering of life boats, as it seems to afford for
the first time & way for the “'last man® to
leave a wreck with any degree of safety.
The hoisting of the boat is dune by two men
with a erank spparatus, which permits it to
be accomplished with much less exertion
and in & much smoother wav than the old
method of blocks and ropes. Thelowering of
the boat is s great trinmph over all methods
now known. The boat is swung off the hur-
ricane deck with but little effort, and when
filled with passengers can be lowered fast or
slowly bythe actof asmiogle manin the
boas, who, without any direct outlay of
strength, works, by means ot a rope a lever
above. The great service rendered is in
providing & means of lowering s boat lull of
passengers without sssistance«rom above, or
in case all had eutered the boat to wuppiy s
means whereby the boat could be evenly
lowered down and controlled in its descent.
This cannot be done where it is being
worked by blorks and ropes, the latter in
the hands of men stopposite endsof the
life boat.

Devolopment In Rallrond Work,

Thousands of cars are now being ordered
by the transportation lines. One order has
just been placed for 10,000 cars for the
Pennsylvania lives west of Pittsburg. Last
week the Uszion Pacific ordered 5,000, the
Missouri Pacific 8,000, the Baltimore and
Ohic 4,000, the Hocking Valley and the In-
galls syndieate 2,000 each, and the New
York Central 3,000, This seems to show the
general advance in railroad interests over
two or three years ago, when sn order for
1,000 ears was considered a tremendously
large one. The quality of steel and iron
used in car building has been improved, in-
cressing the eapacity of freight cars by 300
per cent. While many of the old ten-ton
cars are still in wuse, the majonity of the
specifications eall for 30-ton cars.

Propesed Rallway Across the Sahars.

M. Rolland, an eminent French engineer,
recently read s paper before the Academie
of Scienees, in which he insists on the neces-
sity of construoting a railway seross the
Sahara. The standpaint from which he re-
gards the project is the part which France
will have to make up her mind she is going
to play in the economic conquest of the in-
terior ol Alrica. In his paper he defines
what are the regions of the Western and
Central Soudan, upon which Freoch com-
merce could reasouadbly reckon, his conclu-
sion being that nothing useful or durable
could be effected in Soudan without the as-
sistance of Algerin; while, in order to take
any effective action in Algeris, that colony
would need to be connected with the Soudan
by means of a railway crossing the

Notwithstanding Steep Grades It Was
Soperior to the Modern, . -

FROM TAVERN TO TAVERK IT RAR,

Pittsburg and Bteubenville Pike, How
Made and How Managed,

STATE HELP IN ROAD CONSTRUCTION

Some people think Govarnment i growing
more patersal than it was in the early days
of the Republic. It may be, so far as some
pet corporations are concerned, but an ex-
amination of the early legislation of this
State shows that 70 vears ago no enterprise
of importancs was thought of save in con-
nection with Btate help. There seems to
have been less of earping criticism when
the century was young than now, and more
obarity. If eorporations served the publio
good, those who held stook in them seem to
have been satisfied. Bome of the men who
bore the burden of the coostruction of the
pike that is only known now between Siw-
mill ran and Chartiers station on the Pitis-
burg and Lake Erie Railway never got a
dollar out of . it, but were satisfied that it
promoted the general weal.

The Plttsburg and Steubenville pike is a
noted example of the way such highways
were managed in the olden time. While it
in its palmiess davs never approached any-
thing approximating to the completaness of
the Appian Way, it was, nevertheless, a
much getter road half a ceatury ago than it
is to-day, and the users got more out of their
money expended at each five-mile toll-gate
than they do today out of their
taxes paid to keep the same thoroughfare
nop-maintained. The charter therefor
was granted in 1818, The capital stock was
2,000 shares st $30 a share, $2 to be paid on
subseribing, and the State paid $12,000 to-
ward construction. e

MOEE FROM TOLL THAN FROM TAXES

Tollgates were allowed to be erected five
miles spart, but people were not required
o pay in passing from one part
of their farms to another, nor when
poing to or from public worship,
to or from militia training, or elections, nor
were children attending school, whether
common or saleet. On such ocecasions all
named were dead-headed. The Governor
was direoted to pay §4,000 for each five
miles constructed up to 15 miles, and it
would appear that the State payment must
have been upplied to the Pitisburg end of
the pike, as Mr. John Hood states that it
was 8 pretty well stoned road as far as Stone-
cipher's pl some fen miles out, It
would seem that $30,000 more must have
been spent, as the corporators were not
allowed to do business until that amount was
Euidlu. Mr. Hood says that in his boy-

ood daye the ten miles were kept good, the
limestone being finely broken, and all the
eomplaint that conld be made was that the
grades were heayvy. Mr. Hood says the
pike was built on the line of an old road
that bad originally been lald out to accom-
modate the farmers along the line, bending
around to reach ench jusc as the Baltimore
and Ohio canal zigzagged from oue corn or
cheese district %o another, to ecatch trade,
Along this line taverns had sprung sup
about five miles apart, and the pike was
built from tavern to tavern and nothing like
the Brooks law marred the harmony.

THE PIEE WAS UNPROFITABLE,

It will not be long until the electric rail-
u{i\ﬁll run from Pittaburg Diamond
to Mangfield, and the ever-inereasing ro:m-
lation ot the Chartiers Valley will give it
avundant work. British railwaycompanies
have catered to the “‘short-naul” popu-
lation to such an exteni that will
probaoly ever hold the trade, they
did it at enormous expense, one ecom-
pany spending $3,500,000 s mile to
get to the center of London, and
seoure its share of passenger traffic, montly
third class. DIr. Res, one of the Pennsyl-
vania Railrond Company's engineers, en-
deavored wome years ago to rouse Ameri-
can railway compagies to a sense of the
necessity of copying the British in this re-
spect, but they iailed to heed the warning,
and probably lor the general good.

fore another generation passes, either
electric-impelled cars or something better
will monopolize wagon traffic on couniry
roads. This season has merely emphasized
the need of improved transit through the
agricultural districls, and the direot loss to
business in ordinary years for lack of itis
greater than the interest on the national
debt, while the indirect loss ean scarcely be
computed in money.
